On '42 Treaty 


French Legislators 
Continue Debate On 
Arms For Germany 


LONDON un—Britain today 
re­ 
jected the Krem lin’s warning that 
Sov iet Russia will scrap their 1942 
treaty of alliance if this country 
ratifies the P aris ag reem ents 
to 
free and rearm Western Germany . 
“ Her 
M ajesty ’s 
g ov ernment 
would much reg ret it if the An 
g lo-Soviet treaty of 1942, to which 
they hav e alway s attached im- 
p ortance were to be canceled or 
annuled by the Sov iet g ov ern­ 
m ent,” a Foreig n Office state- 
m ent said. 
“At the sam e time they dep lore 
both the m anner and the contex t 
in which that g ov ernment now 
threatens such annulment. 
“They cannot accep t the arg u 
ment used in the Sov iet note.” 
A Foreig n Office sp okesman said 
last nig ht the Cabinet ex p ects to 
comp lete the ratification p roced 
ure. Parliam ent already has ap ­ 
p rov ed the ag reem ents. 
The note, which Sov iet Dep uty 
Foreig n Minister Andrei Gromy ko 
handed to British Ambassador Sir 
William Hay ter in Moscow y ester­ 
day , warned that the treaty would 
be denounced if ratification of the 
Paris ag reem ents is comp leted.

declared. 
A sim ilar note was addressed to 
France on Dec. 16 threatening to 
denounce the French-Sov iet treaty 
of 1944.

Meanwhile, France’s g reat de­ 
bate on ap p rov al or rejection of 
German rearm am ent continued in 
the National Assembly with a re­ 
v iew of rep orts from the final six 
of the cham ber’s l l committees. 
After the last of the committee 
rep orts (fiv e were submitted last 
nig ht) the floor was to be thrown 
op en to g eneral debate. There 
was a chance, howev er, that a 
test v ote mig ht be p osed on the 
Defense Committee’s recom m en­ 
dation to p ostp one the debate. 
Should such a motion be forth­ 
coming , it was ex p ected to g o down 
to defeat in the face of Prem ier 
Pierre Mendes - Frances demand 
for Assembly action before Christ­ 
mas on the Paris treaties to en­ 
roll 500,000 West Germans as uni­ 
formed soldiers of the North At­ 
lantic Alliance. 
Similarly it was ex p ected 
that 
the Assembly would v ote finally , 
p robably on Thursday , 
to ratify 
the four treaties. Political sources 
said some of 
Mendes - F rance’s 
chief enemies want the 
Prem ier 
to be held resp onsible in the future 
for German 
rearm am ent, 
which 
those factions believ e will p rov e a 
p olitical liability .

There Are More Mechanics 
Than Cars in Mex ico City

MEXICO C IT Y — The standing 
joke here is that there are more 
“mechanics” ready to “rep air” cars 
than there are vehicles. 
The “mechanics” are not con­ 
nected with any accredited serv ice 
stations, but are “sidewalk tinker­ 
ers’' usually equip p ed with a tool 
case, little knowledg e but a lot of 
inv entiv eness 
and 
a 
p ersuasiv e 
cap acity for convincing car owners 
and chaffeurs that they can “tune” 
a car into “A Number One con­ 
dition.” 
The streets of the city hav e been j 
inv aded by these p suedo-mechan- I 
ics, who can be seen bang ing away 
busily in the heart of the town 
. 
and in outly ing sections, under the | 
noses of p olice and transit officials. | 
Sp are p arts clutter up the side- . 
walks and streets, often interfer- l| 
ing with traffic, y et nothing is 
done to discourag e the p ractice.. 
The more affluential mechanics 
often may hav e a sort of “rep air 
station” to justify their p resence 
in the streets. However, more of­ 
ten than not, they rent the quar­ 
ters as “furnished rooms,” thus 
hav ing an assured income, in ad­ 
dition to what they can ex tract 
from unwary motorists.

BOTH the mechanics with so­ 
called “stations” and the “ambu­ 
lant” v ariety make a g ood thing 
out of the g eneral ig norance of the 
av erag e Mex ican automobilist con­ 
cerning the function of their cars. 
The unfortunate v ictim who falls 
into the hands of these g lib g entry 
p ay s throug h the nose. Actually 
the job may require but the tig ht­ 
ening of a screw, the rep lacement 
of a g asket or a nut—but the side­ 
walk mechanics make a p roduction 
of it. The car is strip p ed of p arts; 
the “busy ” mechanic efficiently 
tackles the motor, disap p ears into 
the hood and under the car, with 
tools sp rawled all ov er the p lace. 
Psy cholog ists, too, the mechanics 
know how much of a p roduction 
to make and how much to charg e. 
For some, the “trouble” is rep aired 
in an hour for a fee of IO or 20 
p esos (8 0 cents to $1.60), while for 
others it is an all-day job and a 
bill of four or five hundred p esos 
($32 to $40).

Not so widely kn own , howev er, are the “ey es" of SAC, especially 
its jet “ey es." 
Lockbou rn e is the prin cipal home base of SAC’s RB-47s, the jet 
recon n aissan ce cou n terpart of the B-47 bomber. Here at Lockbou rn e 
is station ed th 801st Air Div ision , comman ded by Brig. Gen . Hewitt 
T. Wheless. 
The 801st in clu des two win gs of the RB-47s, totalin g 9 0 plan es, an d 
two squ adron s of the lu mberin g KC-9 7 tan ker plan es, some 40 plan es. 
Like all the famed SAC bases, 
Lockbou rn e is main tain ed at com­ 
bat readin ess an d is ready to pick 
u p, mov e to an y part of the w'orld 
an d main tain itself at a n ew base 
of operation s within a cou ple of 
hou rs. 
As with SAC’s bombers, the 
recon win gs serv e on ov erseas ro­ 
tation to operate from distan t 
bases. In addition , the RB-47s are 
called u pon frequ en tly for special 
mission s to su ch far-flu n g areas as 
N orth Africa, the British Isles an d 
Alaska. 
The six -jet, 600-miles-an -hou i- 
plu s plan es are well equ ipped for 
their assign ed mission of photo 
recon n aissan ce which will aid their 
bomber brothers to reach their 
targets with max imu m efficien cy . 
With their highly train ed three- 
man crews, they can fly high or 
low, by day or n ight an d for great 
distan ces.

“ Do y ou wan t to kn ow how mu ch 
mon ey y ou can safely borrow to 
pu rchase a hom e?” 
Forrest P. Smith, region al di­ 
rector of the Federal Hou sin g Ad­ 
min istration , probably rin gs a 
bell with a large n u mber of Pick­ 
away Cou n ty residen ts when he 
asks that qu estion . An d to pro- 
v ide most of the an swers, he has 
offered a gu ide for those who 
hav e been weighin g their home- 
bu y in g poten tial. 
“ Man y of u s,” Smith said, 'u se 
the old ru le of thu mb that we can 
spen d 2 1-2 tim es ou r an n u al in ­ 
come for a 
home, or that on e 
week’s pay shou ld take care of the 
mon thly m ortgage pay men t. These 
methods are n ot reliable becau se 
American s, bein g a free people, are 
in div idu alistic in their way s. 
“ Perhaps on e family fin ds it n ec­ 
essary to spen d a large amou n t for 
edu cation while the family n ex t 
door hav e n o children . Then again , 
some families fin d it n ecessary to 
su pport depen den t relativ es or hav e 
large medical bills while others 
may be pay in g on cars, telev ision 
sets or fu rn itu re.

Highway Patrol Says 
9 Of 18 Jobs In State 
Remain To Be Solved 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UPU-Bank hold­ 
ups this year in Ohio have more 
jjthan doubled the number of similar 
robberies in the state for the three- 
year period of 19 51-53. 
And not since the peak year of 
19 32, when 554 bank robberies were 
committed in the United States, 
have banking institutions faced 
such a serious threat. 
Those figures, and the conclu­ 
sion, were arrived at from spokes­ 
men representing local, state and 
federal law enforcement agencies. 
St Federal officials say the first 
six months of 19 54 showed 271 
bank robberies in the nation. 
In Ohio, state highway patrol 
records show at least 18 bank rob­ 
beries this year. Patrol files show 
nine still unsolved. There were 
only five unsolved cases for the 
19 51-53 period. 
The list does not include rob­ 
beries of building and loan as­ 
sociations. In Cincinnati, for ex- 
imple, more than half a dozen 
"building and loan businesses have 
been hit by robbers this year, with 
losses estimated between $500 and 
$2,000 in each case. Many other 
Ohio cities had similar robberies. 
Figures released by federal au­ 
thorities indicate an upward trend 
in bank robberies over the past 
four years. In 19 51, there were 103 
such holdups. In 19 52 there were 
128, another 215 were committed 
£x\ 1953 and 271 more through June 
of this year. 
It is a difficult problem in Ohio 
to get exact figures on the number 
of bank holdups as there is no 
central reporting agency that can, 
at any moment, give a complete 
breakdown. 
The 
state 
highway 
patrol keeps records of those cases 
in which patrolmen help investi­ 
gate. The Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation keeps records of bold* 
>s Involving offenses at banks 
having some federal connection. 
Eventually, the FBI compiles re­ 
ports from various local law en­ 
forcement agencies and comes up 
with complete figures. But this re­ 
port generally will not be complet­ 
ed until some months after the end 
of each year. 
Despite the recent wave of rob­ 
beries, officials do not believe 
there were any organized bank j 
^robbery gangs operating in this

t heard the bells on Christmas day 
Their old familiar carols play, 
And wild and sweet the words repeat 
Of “Peace on earth, good will to men!’* 


And thought how, as the day had come, 
The belfries of all Christendom 
Had rolled along th' unbroken song, 
Of “Peace on earth, nood will to men/” 


And in despair / bowed my head; 
“ There is no peace oh earth/’ I said, 
“ For hate is strong and mocks the song 
Of peace on earth, good will to men!” 


Then pealed the bells more loud and deep; 
“ God is not dead; nor doth He steep! 
The wrong shall fail, the right prevail 
. 
With peace on earth, good will to men ’’’ 


The tune to which the poem usually is sung was writ­ 
ten by an English organist, John B. Calkin. Mrs. Krythe 
calls attention to the fact that the bass notes sound 
like an old bell, while the last four measures originated 
in an old Amen.

state officials sa y : 
three major causes may be re­ 
sponsible for the increase of bank 
robberies: 
1. Relaxing of bank employes in 
view of their federal insurance 
coverage 
and 
instructions 
they 
have received not to interfere. 
2. Efforts have been made to 
make the customer quite comfort­ 
able while doing business in the 
bank, possibly causing some laxity. 
3. The physical security of banks 
has not kept pace with the times. 
In an effort to tighten regula­ 
tions, T. E. Donovan, of the Ohio 
Savings and Loan League, has is­ 
sued instructions to league mem­ 
ber throughout the state on “ what 


to remember in case of a robbery.” 
Local police forces and the FBI 
are constantly on the alert for 
robbers. 
While the highway patrol offers 
assistance it is not responsible for 
carrying out an extensive investi­ 
gation, said Capt. Floyd C. Moon. 
“ Our chief function is getting 
descriptive information from bank 
employees immediately after the 
robbery for road block purposes,” 
he said. 
The biggest bank robbery in the 
state this year came on Sept. 23, 
when two men held up the Farm-

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CHRISTMAS TRAGEDIES 
THERE SEEMS to be nothing more 
trag ic than loss of life during the Christ­ 
mas season. Somehow decorated streets, 
brig htly lig hted windows, dazzling lig hted ^asis for them in precise data, 
homes and merry parties do not seem 
j am wrjting this in Los Ang eles 


As one trav els across the^country , con­ 
v ersation turns inev itably to war. Will war 
come? Will it come soon? Shall we all be 
destroy ed in the nex t war? Is there a pros­ 
pect of a peaceful solution of the current 
problems which are presently disturbing 
the relations between the United States and 
the countries of the Sov iet Univ ersal State? 
I once heard a weary but beautiful lady 
turn to her husband to ask: “ What did we 
used to talk about before we all became 
statesmen? ” It is a truly pertinent question 
because as one listens to these v a r i o u s 
conv ersations on planes or trains, in res­ 
taurants or among friends, it is a little as­ 
tonishing how inadequately informed our 
people seem to be. Those who are condit­ 
ioned to fav or the United Nations hav e no 
criticisms of that institution; 
those who 
hate it, hate it completely . We liv e in an 
era of absolutes, but absolutes without the 


and

Yet ev ery Christmas season many trag - among strang ers, to Sov iet Russia or Red 
edies are chronicled in the news. A Christ­ 
mas shopper is knocked down and killed 
as she hurries across a street, a carload of 
persons bent on a Yuletide v isit fig ures in 
# traffic trag edy , a home burns down or 
death strikes in some unex pected manner. 
This y ear is prov ing no ex ception. Traf­ 
fic is taking a toll. Many homes hav e been 
saddened. Some member of the family has 
been killed or maimed. 
It may seem incong ruous to adv ocate 
safety at a particular season, the fact re­ 
mains that trag edy at this season is partic­ 
ularly sad. Traffic will continue h e a v y 
until after New Year’s week end, streets 
are throng ed, homes contain trees with fire 
dang er and children in their g lee ov er the 
season are likely to be less observ ant of 
safety rules. 
Trag edies that hav e occurred emphasize 
that this is a time for ev ery one to be more 
careful. Ev ery one should make m e n t a l 
note of the hazards now ex istent. Stop, look 
and listen is an old adag e, but it is espe­ 
cially applicable during the holiday season.

Tak e Step s to Prev ent 
Any Yuletide Trag edies 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THE Christmas holiday s should 
be the happiest time of the y ear 
for ev ery family . Yet frequently 
this g ay season turns into trag edy 
for many of them. 
Now, I don’t want to dampen 
y our holiday enthusiasm and I 
doubt that I could, but I think a 
few words of caution are in order. 
Christmas Tree Instructions 
Ev ery y ear about this time y ou 
are warned by newspaper articles 
on what and what not to do with 
y our Christmas tree. Let me re­ 
peat a few of these instructions 
ag ain. 
Place the tree in a corner of the 
room where frolicking children 
are not likely to bump into it. 
Place it in a firm stand contain­ 
ing water, and fasten the tree to 
the wall with a wire. 
Check the Wiring 
Check the electric wiring for 
the tree lig hts, and don’t try to 
patch up a fray ed wire with tape. 
Get a new string of lig hts. They 
don’t cost much. 
If y ou spray y our tree, don't use 
a spray that is hig hly flammable. 
Hav e a bucket of sand handy , too, 
just in case. 
If Someone is Burned 
Despite all these precautions, 
someone in y our family may g et 
burned. It may not be as serious 
as being burned by a blazing tree; 
it may only be a burned fing er 
from an anx ious peek at a roast­ 
ing turkey . 
In any ev ent. I’ll tell y ou in 
detail tomorrow what y ou can do 


to aid someone who is burned. 


Unbreakable Ornaments 
precaution y ou can 
Another 
take in decorating y our tree is to 
use unbreakable ornaments. Chil­ 
dren are naturally inquisitiv e. If 
a g lass ornament should fall and 
break, nine times out of ten they 
will try to pick up the pieces, 
especia lly if they knocked it 
down. This could mean a nasty 
cut that would at least momen­ 
tarily spoil the holiday s for y ou. 


Watch Your Visitors! 
One more thing . Be careful of 
v isiting friends who obv iously 
hav e colds. They may be spread­ 
ing more than Christmas cheer. 
Caution them ag ainst hug g ing 
and kissing the children. 
As y ou see, there’s a lot y ou can 
do to insure a happy , healthful 
holiday for y our family . To g iv e 
J ust a little thoug ht to these sim­ 
ple matters will sav e many heart­ 
aches.

Slight Increase 
In Water Rates 
May Be Result 


Expansion Of City 
Deemed Far Ahead 
O f W ater Facilities 


Talks concerning the imp rov e­ 
ment of water serv ice to residents 
of Circlev ille has adv anced to the 
stage of consu ltations with financial 
ex p erts. 
Erv in Leist, manager o f t h e 
Circlev ille 
Water 
Department, 
said tentativ e plans call fo r an 
elev ated sto rage tank to be lo ­ 
cated within the city limits. This 
tank wo uld ho ld half a millio n 
gallo ns erf water. 
With the increase in p op u lation 
and area of Circlev ille, water serv ­ 
ice has to be imp rov ed and ex p and­ 
ed, Leist ex p lained. He said that 
there are three alternativ es p os­ 
sible: 
1. Installation of water softener 
eq u ip ment; 
2. Installation of iron remov al 
eq u ip ment; and 
3. Erection of an elev ated stor­ 
age tank. 
* ♦ * 
HOUSEWIVES do not hav e to be 
sold on the idea of water softening, 
Leist commented. It makes their 
washing mu ch easier. 
Becau se the city ’s su p p ly comes 
from an u ndergrou nd sou rce, there 
is a trace of iron sometimes fou nd 
in the w ater here. 
The elev ated water tank wo uld 
pro v ide many b e n e f i t s , Leist 
po inted o ut. 
First, it wou ld allow a more ev en 
p ressu re throu ghou t the e n t i r e 
city . At the p resent time, p ressu re 
is low on the ou tskirts of Circlev ille. 
Second, a tank wou ld more than 
dou ble the amou nt of storage. The 
p resent tank, located west of the 
city , holds 450,000 gallons. A second 
tank wou ld raise this to 9 50,000 gal­ 
lons, only 50,000 u nder a million 
gallons. 
* * * 
WITH THE INCREASED amou nt 
of storage, p u mp ing facilities cou ld 
be eased. Pu mp s wou ld only hav e 
to be u sed 16 hou rs a day instead 
of the p resent 24. 
The idea of a second tank has 
the ap p rov al of Bu rgess and Nip le, 
resp ected Colu mbu s 
engineering 
firm . They recommend a second 
tank be bu ilt inside the city limits, 
somewhere east of the Scioto Riv er. 
Almo st any co mbinatio n o f the 
three alternativ es can be appro v ­ 
ed. Ho wev er, Leist said, the co st 
of installing all three at o n c e 
wo uld be cheaper in the lo ng run 
than o ne at a time. 
Leist p ointed ou t that the in­ 
crease in the serv ice wou ld more 
than make u p for the necessary ex ­ 
p enditu res. 
One way to m eet the financial 
obligations of su ch an u ndertaking 
wou ld be a slight increase in water 
rates. Leist estim ated that u nder 
the p resent p lans the increases, 
shou ld they come abou t, wou ld not 
be v ery great.

The National Indu strial Confer­ 
ence Board called in 17 economists 
emp loy ed by corp orations! gov ern­ 
m ent and u niv ersities. 
The U. S. Chamber of Com­ 
m erce’s chief economist m et with 
13 rep resentativ es of m ajor trade 
associations. 
Althou gh differing among them ­ 
selv es on details of the bu siness 
ou tlook, 
they 
show 
rem arkable 
agreem ent on the m ajor ou tlines 
of the 1955 p ictu re. 
The conference board rep orts to­ 
day all attending its economic for­ 
u m agree that the tu rning p oint 
in the bu siness cy cle has already 
been reached and ex p ect activ ity 
to keep on rising throu ghou t the 
coming y ear. Bu t they believ e the 
recov ery will be moderate. 
They see no m ajor forces of ex ­ 
p ansion 
p u shing 
the 
economy 
sharp ly u p ward 
and

major 
forces leading to drastic contrac­ 
tion in 1955.

Pickaway County commissioners 
disclosed Tuesday they have decid­ 
ed to boost the price for boarding 
the city’s prisoners in the county 
jail. 
As far as the commissioners 
are concerned, the rate per pris­ 
oner will be raised from the cur­ 
rent S1.50 to $2 per day. T h e 
higher tab, certain to draw fire 
from city officials, will probably 
come in for major debate when 
city council meets Tuesday night. 
City Safety Director C. 0. Leist 
conferred with the commissioners 
and Pickaway C o u n t y Sheriff 
Charles Radcliff Monday. A nd 
Chairman Bill Goode of the county 
..commission later confirmed the re­ 
port that the county had decided to 
“raise the ante”. 
He pointed out the county f o r 
some time has been carrying on 
under the burden of increased 
costs in the care of the prisoners. 
And that the Columbus workhouse 
rut© has already been raised to $2 
daily for each prisoner.

‘)Not since the beginning of time 
upon this earth has there been 
such a force of good and light as 
now floods this room and that 
which has been loosed within this 
room now floods the entire earth,”

“For this day it is established 
that there is but one God of earth 
and He is in thy midst and from 
His hand thou has written these 
words and mighty is the word of 
God. And by His word have ye 
been saved, or from the mouth of 
death have ye been delivered.” 
Mrs. Martin’s prophecy had call­ 
ed for the destruction of Chicago.

WASHINGTON GR-The military 
services have been told to start 
pruning 403,000 from their present 
over-all strength to reach the 2,- 
815,000-man level the administra­ 
tion thinks is about right for the 
current cold war. 
In disclosing a manpower cut­ 
back program yesterday Secre­ 
tary of Defense Wilson said it will 
be accompanied by a 50 per cent 
slash in draft calls starting in 
February, when the announced 
quota of 20,000 is to be dropped 
to 10,000 or 11,000. Quotas have 
been running about 20,000 for 
many months. 
Wilson said an improved situa­ 
tion in the Far East and “better 
opportunities for peace” every­ 
where entered into President Eis­ 
enhower’s decision to trim the ser­ 
vices. 
Only the Air Force, which will 
continue its gradual buildup to 
975,000 men in the next 18 months, 
escapes the trimming. 
In the same period—that is, by 


an Army division, one of two now 
in Japan, to Korea. The net re­ 
sult of these moves will be to leave 
the equivalent of four American di­ 
visions in the two Far East na­ 
tions. The Army will continue to 
keep the equivalent of six divisions 
in Europe.

CLEVELAND CP—The Sheppard 
murder trial jury ended today's 
morning session still wordless, but 
hope persisted in the courtroom 
that this will be “V-day”—the day 
of the verdict. 
The indications were vague and 
there were contradictions and a 
maze of mystery about the court­ 
room. but many observers believ­ 
ed that the long period of deliber­ 
ation was nearing an end. 
One source in a position to 
know reported 
that 
the Jury 
foreman said last night he believ­ 
ed today’s secret session might 
he sufficient. 
But when reporters asked Judge 
Edw ard Blythin to confirm this, he 
brushed past with the words, “ to e 
jury has gone home; I never com­ 
municate with juries.* 
He excused the seven men and 
five women at 10:30 last night at 
the end of four full days of delib­ 
erations during which they had 
been actually in conference for 3 
hours and 31 minutes. 
Dr. Sheppard, an osteopath, went 
on trial accused of murdering hi* 
wife, Marilyn. The state alleged he 
had “ther women” trouble. Shep- 
pard denied the crime, saying he 
surprised a prowler who knocked 
him unconscious after killing Mrs. 
Sheppard. 
As the fourth day wore along, 
the six lawyers—three on 
each 
side — who argued the facts for 
nine weeks, soddenly appeared in 
the courtroom 
and immediately 
w* elate. .f% a^renc?*;^ta Jut 
Blythin in nre chambers, 
they came out, some said, “We 
comment. Cant say anything.” 
Under Ohio law, a judge may 
ask the jurors, in open court, 
whether there is any hope of ar­ 
riving at a decision. 
But Judge Blythin had not done 
this up until today. He said yester­ 
day he did not intend to “int r- 
fere” with their deliberations. And 
in effect he denied'that any com­ 
munication went to them last night. 
The lawyers seemed flabber­ 
gasted when the judge merely end­ 
ed the jury’s fourth day of discus­ 
sion on the case. One said, “I 
just don’t know what’s going on or 
where we go from here.” 
But as the possibility grew of a 
“hung jury” (one unable to reach 
a verdict), Asst. Prosecutor Thom­ 
as Parrino said there is no doubt 
that Sheppard would be tried a sec­ 
ond time.

There Are More Mechanics 
Than Cars in Mexico City

MEXICO CITY— The standing 
joke here is that there are more 
“mechanics" ready to “repair" cars 
than there are vehicles. 
The “mechanics" are not con­ 
nected with luny accredited service 
stations, but are “sidewalk tinker­ 
ers" usually equipped with a tool 
case, little knowledge but a lot of 
inventiveness and a 
persuasive 
capacity for convincing car owners 
and chaffeurs that they can “tune" 
a car into “A Number One con­ 
dition." 
The streets of the city have been 
invaded by these psuedo-mechan- 
ics, who can be seen banging away 
busily in the heart of the town 
and in outlying sections, under the 
noses of police and transit officials. 
Spare parts clutter up the side­ 
walks and streets, often interfer­ 
ing with traffic, yet nothing is 
done to discourage the practice.. 
The more affluential mechanics 
often may have a sort of “repair 
station" to justify their presence 
in the streets. However, more of­ 
ten than not, they rent the quar­ 
ters as “furnished rooms," thus 
having an assured income, in ad­ 
dition to what they can extract 
from unwary motorists. 


BOTH the mechanics with so­ 
called “stations" and the “ambu­ 
lant" variety make a good thing 
out of the general ignorance of the 
average Mexican automobilist con­ 
cerning the function of their cars. 
The unfortunate victim who falls 
into the hands of these glib gentry 
pays through the nose. Actually 
the job may require but the tight­ 
ening of a screw, the replacement 
of a gasket or a nut—but the side­ 
walk mechanics make a production 
of it. The car is stripped of parts; 
the “busy” mechanic efficiently 
tackles the motor, disappears into 
the hood and under the car, with 
tools sprawled all over the place. 
Psychologists, too, the mechanics 
know how much of a production 
to make and how much to charge. 
For some, the “trouble” is repaired 
in an hour for a fee of IO or 20 
pesos (80 cents to $1.60), while for 
others it is an all-day job and a 
bill of four or five hundred pesos 
($32 to $40).*

WOE betide the owner of a new 
car who carelessly lets himself be 
wheeled into a “repair job.” If 
there was nothing wrong with it

before the mechanic 
began to 
tamper, there most certainly will 
be after the “repairs" have been 
made. 
The streets of Abraham Gonza­ 
lez, Guerrero, Mosqueta, San Cos­ 
mos, Calzada de Tlalpan and many 
other main-travelled thoroughfares 
form the profitable field of opera­ 
tions for the unregulated mechan­ 
ics. When business is slack, groups 
form at corners to give wolf whis­ 
tles at passing senoritas or, 
lf 
business is real bad, a dice or card 
game 
provides 
distraction 
and 
profit for the lucky ones. 
However, the situation appears 
to be getting out of hand and sad­ 
der and wiser motorists are begin­ 
ning to complain to authorities to 
be relieved of the plague of side­ 
walk mechanics that appear like 
magic if a car stalls, or the motor 
knocks off key a time or two.

LOCKBOURNE AIR FORCE BASE, Columbus, O.—Everybody has 
heard of the far-ranging bombers of the Strategic Air Command—the 
sweptwing B-47 jets and tire huge, 10-engined B-36s, 
Not so widely known, however, are the “eyes” of SAC, especially 
its jet “eyes.'* 
Lockbourne Is the principal home base of SAC’s RB-47s, the jet 
reconnaissance counterpart of the B-47 bomber. Here at Lockbourne 
is stationed th 801st Air Division, commanded by Brig. Gen. Hewitt 
T. Wireless. 
The 801st includes two wings of the RB-47», totaling 90 planes, and 
two squadrons of the lumbering KC-97 tanker planes, some 40 planes. 
Like all the famed SAC bases, 
Lockbourne is maintained at com­ 
bat readiness and is ready to pick 
up, move to any part of the world 
and maintain itself at a new base 
of operations within a couple of 
hours. 
As with SAC’S bombers, the 
recon wings serve on overseas ro­ 
tation to operate from distant 
bases. In addition, the RB-47s are 
called upon frequently for special 
missions to such far-flung areas as 
North Africa, the British Isles and 
Alaska. 
The six-jet, 600-miles-an-hom- 
plus planes are well equipped for 
their assigned mission of photo 
reconnaissance which will aid their 
bomber brothers to reach their 
targets with maximum efficiency. 
With their highly trained three- 
man crews, they can fly high or 
low, by day or night and for great 
distances. 
• • • 
THIS LAST factor accounts for 
the combining of the tanker squad­ 
rons with the RB-47s. The tankers 
that refuel the jets in midair ex­ 
tend the jets* normal range of 
more than 4,000 miles almost in­ 
definitely. 
Flying In one of the Boeing 
tankers, the writer participated in 
a refueling ‘mission that will serve 
to illustrate its operation. 
At 10,000 feet, we rendezvoused 
with an RB-47 that had been flying 
a long practice mission and was 
running low on fuel. When the 
recon plane was lined up behind 
and 
below, 
the 
tanker's 
pilot 


brought his ship’s speed up while 
the RB-47's skipper slowed. 
The long fuel boom swung down 
from the tail of the KC-97, en­ 
gaged momentarily in the refuel­ 
ing envelope on the nose of the 
recon plane, then broke away. 


WITHIN a minute or two, a new 
contact had beer. made and four 
and a half minutes later the RB- 
47 dropped away. The mission was 
completed, but in those fleeting 
seconds the KC-97’s tanks had 
poured 2,300 gallons of fuel into 
the jet. 
Much of the data about the RB- 
47 is classified, but it can be said, 
of course, that in place of the 
bomb compartment of the B-47, 
its sistership has an air-conditioned 
camera compartment. All cameras 
are operated by remote control by 
the photographer-navigator, who 
replaces the bomber’s observer- 
navigator-bombardier. 
Lockbourne became"a SAC base 
only three years ago, but its equip­ 
ment and planes now represent an 
investment of nearly |400 million 
with a possibility of further ex­ 
pansion. 
Not only does Lockbourne carry 
on its assigned SAC functions, but 
each summer it provides training 
for some 450 Air ROTO cadets 
from Ohio colleges. These students, 
who usually report for the training 
between their junior and senior 
years, spend 30 days receiving Air 
Force indoctrination, including ori­ 
entation flights on the tankers.

“ Do you want to know how much 
money you can safely borrow to 
purchase a home?” 
Forrest P. Smith, regional di­ 
rector of the Federal Housing Ad­ 
ministration, probably rings a 
bell with a large number of Pick­ 
away County residents when he 
asks that question. And to pro. 
vide most of the answers, he has 
offered a guide for those who 
have been weighing their home- 
buying potential. 
“ Many of us,” Smith said, 'use 
the old rule of thumb that we can 
spend 2 1-2 times our annual in­ 
come for a home, or that one 
week’s pay should take care of the 
monthly mortgage payment. These 
methods are not reliable because 
Americans, being a free people, are 
individualistic in their ways. 
“ Perhaps one family finds it nec­ 
essary to spend a large amount for 
education while the family next 
door have no children. Then again, 
some families find it necessary to 
support dependent relatives or have 
large medical bills while others 
may be paying on cars, television 
sets or furniture. 
*

* 
“ A FAMILY that spends too 
much for a house unwittingly creat­ 
es a financial burden that event­ 
u a l may not cost him his home 
but affect his relationship with his 
family and friends as well.” 
Smith pointed out that one of the 
main services of FHA is to make it 
possible for American families to 
purchase homes with small down­ 
payments, with the loan to be re­ 
paid in equal monthly payments. 
That is why the FTfA examines 
the borrower’s housing expense to 
see that they are in line with his 
income, Smith explained. 
Those who use the FUA mort­ 
gage financing guide to calculate 
their own potential, he warned, 
“ must remember to be fair to 
themselves—don’t over or under­ 
estimate.” 
The guide’s first section consists 
of a form to he filled out as fol­ 
lows: 
1. Family income per month__

Sheppard Jury 
Sets Record 
Deliberating 
NEW YORK (jB-The jury’s de­ 
liberations in the trial of Dr. Sam­ 
uel Sheppard in Cleveland are 
among the longest on record in a 
murder case. 
The deliberation time exceeded 
that of the famous trial of Harry 
K. Thaw in New York City nearly 
47 years ago. 
The Sheppard jurors had delib­ 
erated just over 27 hours at noon 
yesterday. The jury that tried 
Thaw for the June 25, 1906 murder 
of architect Stanford White in the 
old 
Madison 
Square 
Garden, 
brought in a verdict of acquittal 
Feb. I, 1908, after deliberating 25 
houri. 
One of the longest jury sessions 
on record was the case of Hans 
Schmidt, tried twice in New York 
City for the murder of Anna Au­ 
ntlier, Sept. 2, 1913. The first jury 
disagreed Dec. 30, 1913 after being 
out 34 hours. However, records do 
not show whether the jury actually

deliberated 34 hours, or had the 
case that length of time when it 
was discharged as unable to agree.

Rockets High 


Highway Patrol Says 
9 Of 18 Jobs In State 
Remain To Be Solved 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UPU-Bank hold­ 
ups this year in Ohio have more 
than doubled the number of similar 
robberies in the state for the three- 
year period of 1951-53. 
And not since the peak year of 
1932, when 554 bank robberies were 
committed in the United States, 
have 
banking 
institutions faced 
such a serious threat. 
Those figures, and the conclu­ 
sion, were arrived at from spokes­ 
men representing local, state and 
federal law enforcement agencies. 
Federal officials say the first 
six months of 1954 showed 271 
bank robberies in the nation. 
In Ohio, state highway patrol 
records show at least 18 bank rob­ 
beries this year. Patrol files show 
nine still unsolved. There were 
only five unsolved cases for the 
1951-53 period. 
The list does not include rob­ 
beries of building and loan as­ 
sociations. In Cincinnati, for ex- 
mple, more than half a dozen 
wilding and loan businesses have 
been hit by robbers this year, with 
losses estimated between $500 and 
$2,000 in each case. Many other 
Ohio cities had similar robberies 
Figures released by federal au­ 
thorities indicate an upward trend 
in bank robberies over the past 
four years. In 1951, there were 103 
such holdups. In 1952 there were 
128, another 215 were committed 
1953 and 271 more through June 
cf this year. 
It is a difficult problem in Ohio 
to get exact figures on the number 
of bank holdups as there is no 
central reporting agency that can, 
at any moment, give a complete 
breakdown. 
The 
state 
highway 
patrol keeps records of those cases 
in which patrolmen help investi­ 
gate. The Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation keeps records of hold* 
>s involving offenses at banks 
having some federal connection. 
Eventually, the FBI compiles re­ 
ports from various local law en­ 
forcement agencies and comes up 
with complete figures. But this re­ 
port generally will not be complet­ 
ed until some months after the end 
of each year.

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CHRISTMAS TRAGEDIES 
THERE SEEMS to be nothing more 
tragic than loss of life during the Christ­ 
mas season. Somehow decorated streets, 
brightly lighted windows, dazzling lighted 
homes and merry parties do not seem 
compatible with tragedy. 
Yet every Christmas season many trag­ 
edies are chronicled in the news. A Christ­ 
mas shopper is knocked down and killed 
as she hurries across a street, a carload of 
persons bent on a Yuletide visit figures in 
a traffic tragedy, a home burns down or 
death strikes in some unexpected manner. 
This year is proving no exception. Traf­ 
fic is taking a toll. Many homes have been 
saddened. Some member of the family has 
been killed or maimed. 
It may seem incongruous to advocate 
safety at a particular season, the fact re­ 
mains that tragedy at this season is partic­ 
ularly sad. Traffic will continue h e a v y 
until after New Year’s week end, streets 
are thronged, homes contain trees with fire 
danger and children in their glee over the 
season are likely to be less observant of 
safety rules. 
Tragedies that have occurred emphasize 
that this is a time for everyone to be more 
careful. Everyone should make m e n t a l 
note of the hazards now existent. Stop, look 
and listen is an old adage, but it is espe­ 
cially applicable during the holiday season. 


CURING MENTAL ILLS 
AUTHORITIES IN THE field of mental 
health are confident that research holds 
promise of new and more effective cure 
for ills of the mind. That was the conclu­ 
sion reached at the Midwest Governors 
Conference on Mental Health. Governors 
and other speakers recognized that the 
most challenging aspect of this stubborn 
problem is the lack of facilities for using 
curative procedures already known. 
Efforts of states to build more institu­ 
tions always lag behind the mounting num­ 
bers in need of custody, and overcrowded 
hospitals have neither room nor trained 
personnel for treating inmates adequately. 
Discharges are largely limited to those so 
fortunate as to recover without treatment. 
Research may yield relief, but in the 
meantime the states clearly must become 
reconciled to the expenditure of ever in­ 
creasing sums on cure of mental illness. 
The condition of the inmate denied treat­ 
ment commonly worsens or becomes con­ 
firmed and incurable.

As one travels across the^country, con­ 
versation turns inevitably to war. Will war 
come?

Is there a pros­ 
pect of a peaceful solution of the current 
problems which are presently disturbing 
the relations between the United States and 
the countries of the Soviet Universal State? 
I once heard a weary but beautiful lady 
turn to her husband to ask: “What did we 
used to talk about before we all became 
statesmen?’* It is a truly pertinent question 
because as one listens to these v a r i o u s 
conversations on planes or trains, in res­ 
taurants or among friends, it is a little as­ 
tonishing how inadequately informed our 
people seem to be. Those who are condit­ 
ioned to favor the United Nations have no 
I criticisms of that institution; 
those who 
| hate it, hate it completely. We live in an 
i era of absolutes, but absolutes without the 
basis for them in precise data. 
I am writing this in Los Angeles and 
| here no one dares be favorably disposed, 
among strangers, to Soviet Russia or Red 
China. It is very unfashionable at the mo­ 
ment. So many people in Hollywood have 
had their fingers burnt by signing petitions 
j which they did not read and sponsoring 
| causes which they did not understand that 
they avoid discussions of pertinent ques­ 
tions. 
■ 
I bumped into a gloriously beautiful 
woman who charmingly said to me, “I’ll 
say I’m a Communist, so that you w i l l 
talk about me.’’ This particular beauty 
i could say that because she is not one and 
never was. But those who used to be do not 
want to say anything these days. Silence 
is job security. 
It is rare to hear anyone say that he fa­ 
vors war, war with anyone. I recall the 
pacifist movements of World War I. Such 
movements were based not upon fear of 
Germany but upon hatred for war itself. 
No such trend among our people appeared 
before or during World War II. Those who 
opposed war then were generally favor­ 
ably inclined toward Hitler or antagonistic 
to Great Britain. But there was no o u t ­ 
standing movement against war per se. 
True, there were some conscientious ob­ 
jectors to personal participation in legiti­ 
mate murder, based on religious scruples. 
I During the Hitler-Stalin alliance, th? Com- 
’ munists and their allies used the slogan, 
“The Yanks Are Not Coming;” their ob­ 
jection was not to war itself but to a war 
against Stalin. The conscientious objectors 
went to war, mostly as non-combatants, 
and the Communists dropped their slogans 
when Hitler dropped Stalin. 
Currently a pacifist trend is apparent 
among our people. It is a response to our 
numerous failures in the diplomacy follow­ 
ing World War II and the military failure 
in the Korean War, and the existence of 
the atom and hydrogen bombs. It is as 
though people were to say: “What’s t h e 
use! If we do not lick ourselves by politics 
in Washington, we get licked at the Con­ 
ference table. Our sons get killed — f o r 
what?” 
The President’s attitude paradoxically 
does not inspire universal approval. T h e 
general tone seems to be that the President 
may be an excellent hand at bridge, but he 
is a poor poker player. For instance, his 
attitude of patience toward the Red Chi­ 
nese does not appeal.

DIET AND HEALTH 
Take Steps to Prevent 
Any Yuletide Tragedies 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THE Christmas holidays should 
lie the happiest time of the year 
for every family. Yet frequently 
this gay season turns into tragedy 
for many of them. 
Now, I don’t want to dampen 
your holiday enthusiasm and I 
doubt that I could, but I think a 
few words of caution are in order. 
Christmas Tres Instructions 
Every year about this time you 
are warned by newspaper articles 
on what and what not to do with 
your Christmas tree. Let me re­ 
peat a few of these instructions 
again. 
Place the tree in a corner of the 
room where frolicking children 
are not likely to bump into it. 
Place it In a firm stand contain­ 
ing water, and fasten the tree to 
the wall with a wire.

Check the Wiring 
Check the electric wiring for 
the tree lights, and don’t try to 
patch up a frayed wire with tape. 
Get a new string of lights. They 
don’t cost much. 
If you spray your tree, don’t use 
a spray that is highly flammable. 
Have a bucket of sand handy, too, 
just in case. 
If Someone Is Burned 
Despite all these precautions, 
someone in your family may get 
burned. It may not be as serious 
as being burned by a blazing tree; 
it may only be a burned finger 
from an anxious peek at a roast­ 
ing turkey. 
In any event, I'll tell you in 
detail tomorrow what you can do 


Unbreakable Ornaments 
Another precaution you can 
take in decorating your tree is to 
use unbreakable ornaments. Chil­ 
dren are naturally Inquisitive. If 
a glass ornament should fall and 
break, nine times out of ten they 
will try to pick up the pieces, 
especially if they knocked it 
down. This could mean a nasty 
cut that would at least momen­ 
tarily spoil the holidays for you. 
Watch Your Visitors! 
One more thing. Be careful of 
visiting friends who obviously 
have colds. They may be spread­ 
ing more than Christmas cheer. 
Caution them against hugging 
and kissing the children. 
As you see, there’s a lot you can 
do to insure a happy, healthful 
holiday for your family. To give 
Just a little thought to these sim­ 
ple matters will save many heart­ 
aches. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. M. L.: What is the cause of 
burning of the tongue? 
Answer: Burning of the tongue 
is usually due to infection. Some­ 
times it occurs in individuals be­ 
tween 40 and 60 years* old. The 
exact cause for this type of trou­ 
ble is not known. 
An examination of the mouth 
and nose by a physician should be 
made to see Just what disorders 
may be. Then the proper treat­ 
ment for the condition can bs 
given.

Fascists and “haters,” has found 
them all equally loathesome. 
The committee hasn’t finished its 
work in the field of fascism and 
hate. A preliminary report on its 
findings to date says of the Simi-1 
larity 
between 
Communists 
and 
Fascists: 
"Both seek to destroy our con­ 
stitutional 
government 
and 
sup­ 
plant it with a godless dictatorship 
in which the individual is deprived 
of his rights and liberties to be­ 
come an abject slave of the state.” 
The committee picks as exam ­ 
ples of Fascist and hate groups, in 
that order, these two outfits: 
1. 
The 
National 
Renaissance 
party — headed by Jam es H. Ma* 
dole, of Beacon, N.Y. — with a 
monthly 
publication 
called 
The 
Bulletin and a following of perhaps 
fewer than 700. 
2. 
The 
Christian 
Educational 
Assn. — headed by a father-son 
team, Conde J. McGinley and C. 
J. McGinley Jr., of Union, N .J. — 
with 
a 
semimonthly publication 
called Common Sense. 
The National Renaissance party 
has not commented on the com­ 
mittee report. But the elder Mc­ 
Ginley has 
said 
Coomon 
Sense 
will be "very willing to cease pub­ 
lication” if the committee can dis­ 
prove the periodical’s statements. 
The committee says the Commu­ 
nists and Fascists "derive strength 
by dividing 
their 
opposition 
— 
communism choosing to set class 
against class, while fascism incites 
racial and religious discord.” It 
adds: 
"Despite the similarities between 
communism and fascism — their 
propaganda to the effect that each 
is the foremost opponent of the 
other is undoubtedly a m ajor con­ 
tributor to whatever support each 
has been able to muster in our 
population . . .** 
As for hate groups, the commit­ 
tee says they appeal "to the un­ 
wary by a cynical use of concepts 
having a deep emotional appeal 
to the majority of decent citizens 
— love of God, country, home; or 
antipathy to communism. 
"Amid protestations of patriot­ 
ism and religious devotion, these 
groups 
propagate 
hoaxes 
a n d 
smears aimed 
at setting 
creed 
against creed and race against 
race.” the report says. 
Some of the same people write 
for 
both 
bulletin 
and 
Common 
Sense, according to the committee, 
which says "a number of individu­ 
als notorious for their efforts to 
create a nationwide Fascist organ­ 
ization in the United States in the 
1930s” are contributing to McGin- 
ley’s publication. 
This is some of what the com­ 
mittee says o f Madole’s Renais­ 
sance party: 
It preaches admiration for Hit­ 
ler, hatred for Jew s: it tries to 
imitate the Nazis with an "elite 
guard” which wears lightning bolts 
instead of swastikas on arm bands; 
it appeals to violence and holds 
street meetings which often end 
in stone-flinging; and calls for a 
Fascist government in the United 
States. 
And this is part of what the com­ 
mittee reports on the McGinley 
group: 
It preaches hatred of Jews and 
Negroes; 
is 
pro-Nazi; 
it 
calls 
“Adlai and Hee” Marxist stooges; 
it uses its publication "alm ost ex­ 
clusively” as a "vehicle for the

threaten dire consequences without 
anticipating a response that might 
lead to war, the answers are in­ 
determinate and without program.

prospective 
war arouses fear—not fear of ult­ 
imate defeat, but fear that there 
should be any war at all—fear of 
war itself. The political consequen­ 
ces of such a fear are too obvious 
to be belabored. An enemy agent, 
reporting on the tone of the mo­ 
ment, could do great damage to 
American policy as the Chinese, 
even more than the Russians, will 
push us as far as they can as long 
as they believe that they can find 
any advantage in such a tactic.

By DOUGLAS B. CORNELL 
WASHINGTON UPI — Incoming 
members of Congress show some 
inclination to reduce individual in­ 
come taxes by raising personal ex­ 
emptions — and stop right there 
with tax cuts. 
A majority of senators and House 
members taking a definite stand 
in an Associated Press poll favors 
higher personal exemptions. But 
the margin is less than 3.2 among 
the 128 members replying. And 
even should the 84th Congress de­ 
cide to ease up on taxes on individ­ 
uals, it may wait until 1956. 
Among lawmakers responding to 
the questionnaire, there is heavy 
support for President Eisenhower’s 
bid to postpone again a reduction 
in the corporation income tax now 
set automatically for April I. There 
is somewhat less enthusiastic back­ 
ing for his request to put off a 
cut in excise (sales) taxes sched­

go along on a bipartisan basis. 
The picture on both corporate

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New Water Service Improvements Planned 


Slight Increase 
In Water Rates 
May Be Result 


Expansion Of City 
Deemed Far Ahead 
Of W ater Facilities 


Talks concerning the improve­ 
ment of water service to residents 
of Circleville has advanced to the 
stage of consultations with financial 
experts. 
Ervin Leist, manager of t h e 
Circleville 
W ater 
Department, 
said tentative plans call for an 
elevated storage tank to be lo­ 
cated within the city lim its. This 
tank would hold half a million 
gallons of water. 
With the increase in population 
and area of Circleville, water serv­ 
ice has to be improved and expand­ 
ed, Leist explained. He said that 
there are three alternatives pos­ 
sible: 
1. Installation of water softener 
equipment; 
2. Installation of iron removal 
equipment; and 
3. Erection of an elevated stor­ 
age tank.

H O U SE W H ’E S do not have to be 
sold on the idea of water softening, 
Leist commented. It makes their 
washing much easier. 
Because the city’s supply comes 
from an underground source, there 
is a trace of iron sometimes found 
in the wrater here. 
The elevated water tank would 
provide many b e n e f i t s , Leist 
pointed out. 
First, it would allow a more even 
pressure throughout the e n t i r e 
city. A t the present time, pressure 
is low on the outskirts of Circleville. 
Second, a tank would more than 
double the amount of storage. The 
present tank, located west of the 
city, holds 450,000 gallons. A second 
tank would raise this to 950,000 gal­ 
lons, only 50,000 under a million 
gallons.

W IT H T H E IN C R EA SED amount 
of storage, pumping facilities could 
be eased. Pumps would only have 
to be used 16 hours a day instead 
of the present 24. 
The idea of a second tank has 
the approval of Burgess and Niple, 
respected Columbus 
engineering 
firm . They recommend a second 
tank be built inside the city lim its, 
somewhere east of the Scioto River. 
Alm ost any combination of the 
three alternatives can be approv­ 
ed. However, Leist said, the cost 
of installing all three at o n c e 
would be cheaper in the long run 
than one at a time. 
Leist pointed out that the in­ 
crease in the service would more 
than make up for the necessary ex­ 
penditures. 
One way to meet the financial 
obligations of such an undertaking 
would be a slight increase in water 
rates. Leist estimated that under 
the present plans the increases, 
should they come about, would not 
be very great.

Mild Recovery 
From Recession 
Seen For '55 


Two Expert Groups 
Take Look A t Future 
O f Nation's Economy 


N EW Y O R K UP)—A mild recovery 
from a mild recession is foreseen 
today by two groups of business­ 
men and economists who put their 
wits together to study 1955 pros­ 
pects. 
The National Industrial Confer­ 
ence Board called in 17 economists 
employed by corporations! govern­ 
ment and universities. 
The U. 
S. 
Chamber of Com­ 
m erce’s chief economist met with 
13 representatives of m ajor trade 
associations. 
Although differing among them­ 
selves on details of the business 
outlook, 
they 
show 
remarkable 
agreement on the m ajor outlines 
of the 1955 picture. 
The conference board reports to­ 
day all attending its economic for­ 
um agree that the turning point 
in the business cycle has already 
been reached and expect activity 
to keep on rising throughout the 
coming year. But they believe the 
recovery w ill be moderate. 
They see no m ajor forces of ex­ 
pansion 
pushing 
the 
economy 
sharply 
upward 
and 
no 
major 
forces leading to drastic contrac­ 
tion in 1955. 
U. S. Steel’s economist predicts 
somewhat higher steel production 
and generally stable business con­ 
ditions. A leading spokesmen for 
the construction industry foresees 


five per cent increase in building 
next year. Ford Motor’s economist 


finds “ surprising strength in the 
auto maket.” , 
A U. S. Department of Com­ 


merce economist believes consum­ 
ers w ill spend more next year but 
“ can’t see the forces which will 
make for a real upward push.” A 
Columbia 
University 
Professor, 
however, says people w ill save less 
and put that money into durable 
goods instead. 
A U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture economist sees farm incomes 
drifting a little lower, with farm 
prices fairly stable but production 
down. 
A New York banker says inter­ 
est rates are as low as they’re 
likely to go, but doubts if the Fed­ 
eral Reserve and U. S. Treasury 
w ill let them rise “ until they are 
very certain that the upturn in 
business is real.” 
A rise in unemployment — per­ 
haps above the four m illion mark 
in the spring—is foreseen by a New 
York University professor, “ thanks 
to the increase in size of our labor 
force, and thanks to the probable 
increase 
in 
productivity.” 
And 
this w ill tend to keep wage scales 
from rising much, in the view of 
a H arvard professor. 
The U . S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce’s appraisal of 1955 is per­ 
haps a shade more optimistic as 
befits the combined 
opinions 
of 
trade association men. 
They see most segments of the 
economy 
continuing 
to 
r i s e 
throughout the 
year: 
Industrial 
production, building, personal in­ 
comes. Slightly 
lower, 
however, 
w ill be outlay for new plant and 
equipment. 
They 
see 
corporate 
profits, consumers and wholesale 
prices, and consumer credit and 
installm ent buying is practically 
unchanged next year. 
The cham ber’s outlook is based 
on the belief that “ rising orders 


the board w’as consulting a bond­ 
ing house on their plans. 
Leist explained that the city of 
Circleville was expanding m u c h 
faster than the water system had 
proper facilities for.
